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Tue collapse of the steamer Victoria in

A Novel Invention. 
We were shown on yesterday the model 
of a machine invented by Mr. Clarence T. 
Walker, of Atlanta, which is destined to 
create a revolution in the culture of pea 
nuts in the south, inasmu‘h as it is so con- 
structed as to fave nine-tenths of the 
trouble and expense of gathering this ex- 
tensively caltivated ground nut. 
The construction of the machine is such 
that by simply turning a crank attached to 
a wheel the pea nats are picked from the 
g0il by the movement of jateral wires, and 
as the nuts fa!l through the bopper the un- 
sound peas are separated and ac.ually blown 
out by the ac:ioa of a fan, so arranged as 
to be operated simultaneously with the 
movement of the pickers It is scientifi- 
cally framed, and its uility to every plant- 
er of peanuts throughout the south rn 
states cannot be computed, as it does away 
with nearly all the expense heretofore con- 
nected with the gathering of the pea-nuts, 
and hereafter they can be raised with a 
knowledge of the existence of a contri- 
vance by the use of which they can be 
gathered and separated rapidly and cheaply.
